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GRAVE-DIGGERS 
STRIKE, FORCING 
TRENCH BURIALS 


Six Hundred Bodies, Tempo- 
rarily Interred, Will Be Moved 
When Walkout Ends. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—-Tempo- 
rary burial of the dead in trenches 


was resorted to today at Calvary 
Cemetery in Queens, where a week- 
old strike of grave diggers resulted 
in an accumulation of 600 bodies. 

The bodies had been piaced in 
the cemetery’s temporary receiving 
vaults, which have accommodations 
for nearly 1000 bodies. Under the 
law, however, a body must be bur- 
ied within four days after death, 
and over the week-end men were 
Placed at work digging three long 
trenches, 

It was announced that after set- 
tlement of the strike the bodies 
would be reinterred in the family 
plots. 

Efforts to arbitrate the strike, 
which started shortly after the dis- 
charge of a chauffeur, were under 
“way today between the strikers 
and members of the cemetery 
board of trustees. Between 600 
and 700 men are involved They 
have demanded recognition of their 
union and an increase of salary 
from an average of $24.20 a week 
to $7 a day with double time on 
Sunday.

Warrant Issued for J. B. 
Greenfield Who Is Re- 
turning to City With As- 


sistant Prosecutor. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Losses to 
customers of J. B. Greenfield & 
Co., stock and bond . brokers, 
through alleged failure of the 
company to deliver stock pur- 
chased, were expected to reach 
$750,000 by the time examination 
of the company’s records is com- 
pleted, it was announced today by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Arthur 
Carlsten. 

Meanwhile, police were awaiting 
Greenfield's return to Chicago to 
arrest him on a warrant charg- 
ing embezzlement. Criminal pro- 
ceedings leading to indictment for 
embezzlement and larceny as bailee 
are to be filed as soon as Green- 
field is apprehended, Caristen said. 

Carlsten disclosed this afternoon 
that Greenfield was on his way to 
Chicago by automobile, accompa- 
nied by an investigator from the 
State Attorney's office. 

Following a preliminary investi- 
gation of the company’s records, 
Carlisten declared the firm’s defal- 
cation to be the result of unwise 
over-expansion. Greenfield opened 
offices in Peoria and other Illinois 
cities, and also in Detroit, for the 
sale of Standard Oil Trust shares. 
He likewise opened a training 
school for salesmen, which aug- 
mented his initial expense. Sales 
were made, according to Caristen’s 
investigation, and deposits taken, 
but Greenfield found that there 
was no nroney left after his ex- 
penses had been paid with which 


to purchase shares from the Em- 
pire Trust Co. of New York for de- 
livery to his customers. 

The warrant was sworn out by 
Miss Anna Horner. niece of Judge 
Henry Horner, who said she was 
one of the victims of the alleged 
fraud. Acting on complaints of 
more than 150 customers that they 
had failed to receive sharer they 
had paid for, Caristen examined 
the company’s books and ca’! he 
found that $425,900 worth of 
shares had been sold without de- 
livery. 

Approximately $366,000 in cash 
had been accepted from customers, 
Caristen said. An idditional $1465,- 
000 had been accepted by the De- 
troit office of the company. No 
trace of the $531,000 was found, 


he said.

The 
passengers drank good German 
wine. While my trip may establish 
a record between London and Los 
Angeles, the record probably will 
not last long, as I expect soon to 
see this form of ocean travel be- 
come common.”

Prevailing winds and weather 
conditions make it a probability 
that a southern route will be fo!- 
lowed to Germany, much the same 
course on which the Graf flew to 
America. And it is thought now 
that from Los Angeles eastward 
the dirigible will fly across the 
United States along a southern 
course. 

But from Germany te Tokio 
there is little that can be decided 
in advance. “I would Hke to foi- 
low the great circle course rather 
than that of the trans-Siberian 
railroad,” Dr. Eckener said, ac- 
cording to an associate. “It would 
be nice to give the passengers « 
giimpse of the Arctic Sea, and 
then we would cut across China to 
Tokio.” 

Admittedly, however, what would 
be “nice” for the passengers wil! 
have but little to do with the 
course actually decided on at the 
time. Their safety and not their 
pleasure will be the deciding factor 
and if it seems best atthe moment 
to take the trans-Siberian route, 
that course will be followed, 

The flight across the Pacific does 
not seem any great obstacle in Dr. 
Eckener’s opinion. If wind and 
weather allow the course will be 
laid by way of the Aleutian Islands 
so that the passengers can break 
the monotony by seeing something 
besides water. 

22,000 Miles in a Month. 

The girdle of the globe, a total 
of 22,000 miles, is expected to tak« 
less than a month, with only «17 
days actually in the air. The rest 
of the time will be spent refueling 
and replenishing the supply of hy- - 
drogen. :

Prisons, and has statistics to show 
that the Atlanta prison is housing 
120 per cent more inmates than its 
estimated capacity, and lLeaven- 
worth 87 per cent.

The large prison population, it 
was said, was attributed to an in- 
crease in crime in general which 

- caused the President to appoint the

Statistics which have been rep- 
resented to show tlrat 33 per 
cent of the prisoners at Leaven- 
worth and ‘Atlanta were serving 
terms for violations of the narcotic 
laws; 14 per cent for violations of 
the prohibition laws and the re- 
mainder for other offenses. 

Bates has proposed an increase 
in- the number of probation offi- 
cers, as he believes that more pris- 
oners ean be placed on probation. 
Present appropriations, “however, 
he ‘said, will not permit any addi- 
tional officers. 

‘Our plans necessitate an ex- 
penitare of about $5,000,000 and 
will comprise some additions and 
revisions of the old prisons, and 
probably a new prison somewhere 
in the Northeastern States. 

“It is proposed also to ask au- 
thority of Congress to increase the 
number of probation officers, as 
Mr. Bates is convinced he can find 
a larger number of prisoners who 
merit probation, and not only 
their Own g00d but the good of the 
Federal Government witl be 
served by having them out, but we 
have no staff now adequate to 
take care of increased probation. 
So with a new appropriation we 
hope to get some later.”

FORGING MEDICAL 
DIPLOMA PLATES 


Former Springfield Man 
Tells of* Forging Rush 
College Documents and 
Iltinois State Seal.

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—The inside 
story of how a diploma and license 
mill printed spurious certificates 


and state seals was told last night 
by a man who admitted, State's 
Attorney's investigators said, that 
he had made photostatic copies of 
the originals for counterfeit plates. 
The story, Patrick Roche, chief 
investigator, said, would result in 
new arrests and indictments. Sev- 
eral Chicago printing and engrav- 
ins firms were said to have been 
named. Jacob Crane, formerly a 
printer of Springfield, Ill., was ar- 
rested on inforniation given by Al- 
bert Car] Barron, one of seven men 
already indicted in the case. 
Crane, according to Roche, said 
diplomas of the Rush Medical Col- 
lege, the Northwestern University 
Medical School and the University 
of Wisconsin Medical School were 
forged, as well as interne’s certifi- 


‘cates from the Cook County (Chi- 


cago) hospital, and Illinois State 
licenses and seals. 
Diploma Sold for $2000. 

So thorough was the mill, Roche 
said, that applicants without col- 
lege education could purchase di- 
plomas and state licenses, both ap- 
parently bona fide, to practice in 
Illinois and elsewhere. More than 
1000 fake licenses are said to have 
been sold for approximately $2000 
each, and diplomas at a still high- 
er price. 

Crane's story, according to 
Roche, was substantially as fol- 
Ows: 

About a year ago he was ap- 
proached in Springfield by a man 
who said he was Goldstein, alias 
“Senator Browski,’’ also of Spring- 
field, who offered a _  photostatic 
copy of a physician’s license. Crane 
made the copy and sent it to Terre 
Haute, Ind., for engraving. 

Several weeks later Crane was 
approached by Barron, who sub- 
mitted original diplomas of the 
colleges and hospital and ordered a 
photostatic copy of each. The 
copies were also sent to Terre 
Haute.

State Seal Forged. 

Soon afterwards several Chicago 
engraving firms agreed to make 
counterfeit plates of the Illinois 
State seal to be attached to the 
licenses. 

Barron admitted last night, 
Roche said, that after his recent 
indictment and release on bonds he 
and Crane threw the plates into 
the drainage canal. The canal will 
be searched today. 

A statement also was obtained 
by Roche from a “‘doctor,” whose 
name was not disclosed, that he 
had paid the ring $8500 for a 
State licénse and a “Class A’’ medi- 
cal school diploma. 

Roche declared investigators to- 
day would question the Chicago 
concerns accused by Crane of hav- 
ing made forged State seals and 
that, if the charges were substan- 
tiated, indictments would be 
sought.

Member of Octopus Family 
Caught With Hooks Coated 
With Luminous Substance. 


By the Associated Presse, 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Word ar- 
rived from Bermuda yesterday of 
successful use there last week of 
radium as a lure for deep sea fish- 
ing. 

The radium was used by William 
Beebe, New York naturalist, as a 
luminous coating on hooks  at- 


tached to sounding wires about a 
mile long in depths where no day- 
light exists. The first catch was a 
squid, a member of the octopus 
family. It was large enough to 
fill a fair-sized fruit basket. 

Before leaving here on his ex- 
pedition Beebe said that as far as 
he knew radium-luminous fish 
hooks never before had been used. 
He outfitted with glow-hooks near- 
ly a foot long, heping to land 
some of the powerful creatures 
from lightless depths that in past 
expeditions have broken out of the 
nets that brought up smaller speci- 
mens. He said that occasional 
presence of huge scales in the nets 
indicated the possibility of great 
fish. 

News that Beebe had used the 
radium lure for the first time was 
prought by United States Senator 
Frederick C, Walcott, of Connecti- 
cut, who arrivéd with George Pal- 
mer Putnam, the publisher, on the 
steamer Fort Victoria from Ber- 
muda. 
visited the expedition of the New 
York Zoological Society, which is 
under Beebe’s direction at None- 
such Island. 

From the sea near Nonesuch 
Senator Walcott said, a tiny fish 
has been found which has “a rod, 
line, bait and three hooks.” ‘The 
hooks adngle from a tentacle about 
as long as the body of the fish. Ex- 
amination in the laboratories in- 
dicated that the fish possesses 
muscles capable of casting these 
hooks for some distance in front of 
itself as it swims. 

“We were amazed,” said Senator 
Walcott, “at another fish we saw 
through a microscope. It had a 
stomach so elastic that it swal- 
lowed a fish three times its own 
size.”’ 

He said that Beebe informed his 
visitors that the net hauls have 
brought in many specimens new to 
science, including species found 
hitherto only off Japan and Aus- 
tralia. In the finds are squids 
with eyes on tips of tentacles and 
fish with many patterns of phos- 
phorescent light, in colors of blu, 
yellows and red, 


FULTON, WITH OWN UTILITY, 
HAS BALANCE OF $77,308 


Increase in Funds on Hand During 
Past Year Due to City Water 
and Light Plant.

FULTON, Mo., Aug. 6.— Afinan- 
cial statement of the City of Fulton 
shows that the city is in good 
financial condition. 

There are outstanding bonds of 
$46,000 against the eity for im- 
provement of the water and light 
plant in 1928, but on the credit 
side of the ledger appears a cash 
balance of $59,528.21, and current 
accounts of $17,778.89, making a 
total of $77,308.10 on the credit 
side. When the bonds were issued 
six years ago they were made se- 
rially with no provision for op- 
tional maturity, so that it will be 
necessary for the city to pay in- 
terest on these bonds until the date 
of their maturity in the order in 
which they were issued, 

The increase was entirely in the 
water and light fund, the general 
revenue fund showing $1000 more 
than last year and the street fund 
$1000 less. The outstanding cur-

EVERAL men have ciaimed 
afl for Jack Dempsey, 
among them Fred Winsor, Spi-

ly small average salaries, Branch 
made a habit of helping them. He 
encouraged them to save, counseled 
them on the investment of their 
savings, and often made loans to 
them. 

It was in the practice of this 
philanthropic habit that he recom- 
mended investments to Bishop 
Cannon. But he soon found that 
this was no timid country parson, 
looking for a safe place to put his 
meager savings, but a thoroughly 
aggressive trader, willing to take 
risks on the chances of quick 
profits. It was not long until the 
Bishop was using his connection 
with the firm to buy and sell stocks 
on margin—in other words, to 
speculate on the market. 

Protests of No Avail. 

Other members of the firm, 
chiefly sons and nephews of the 
elder Branch, seriously objected to 
the presence of the bishop’s ac- 
count. They regarded it as im- 
proper activity for a churchman, 
and they apprehended that if the 
facts became known the firm would 
be blamed. Moreover, there was 
another important consideration. 

It was well known that Bishop 
Cannon, because of his prominence 
in the prohibition movement, was 
constantly receiving donations to 
be used for the cause as he saw fit. 
These contributions came from all 
over the country, and often were 
unsolicited. It was then, and is 
still, a rule among careful brokers 
never to accept speculative ac- 
counts from persons handling trust 
funds, especially when those per- 
sons have little money of their 
own. 

Notwithstanding the protests of 
his associates, the elder Branch 
stood stanchly by the bishop for a 
long time, personally looking after 
his account. Bishop Cannon was 
frequently in the office, and con- 
tinued active trading.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 6.—Philip 
Snowden, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and chief British dele- 
gate to the Reparations conference 
today launched an attack on the 
experts’ report, including the so- 
called Young plan, at the opening 
business session here. 

Snowden declared that Great 
Britaih could not make any fur- 
ther sacrifices on the question of 
reparations. He complained that 
under the distribution made by the 
experts France and Italy get con- 
siderably more than they are en- 
titled to under the Spa percentages 
while Great Britain and the smaller 
creditors lose. 

He declared that the Britieh 
Government was ready at any time 
to wipe the slate clean of debts 
and of reparations as outlined in 
the Balfour note, but that so long 
as reparations were paid and s0 
long as debts were receivable Great 
Britain and any Government in 
Great Britain would insist on 
Great Britain’s being treated fairly. 

Snowden asked the delegates to 
forgive him for speaking plainly. 
but said that he was wea: 
his friend, Premier Ma 
with all the parties in Great Britain 
in opposing any further sacrifice 
by Great Britain on the reparations 
account. 


Stresemann Shows Interest. 
Foreign Minister Stresemann of 
Germany showed g-eat interest in 
Snowden’s address and interrupted 
him once, asking for the immediate 
translation of certain passages in 
the remarks.

Money—But Whose ? 

Not so long ago a politician of national rank 
—a recognized leader of his party and for 
some years a Senator*® died, leaving in a safe 
deposit vault a quarter of a million dollars 
in cash. He had much other property, but 
the quarter of a million did not go into his 
Why? Because his heirs released the 
money to another politician also of national 
rank. Certainly none of the politicians who 
handled the money profited personally by its 
possession. They were not of that type. 

Where did the quarter of a million dollars 
Easily answered. The 
politician first mentioned—the man who died 
with the money in a safe deposit box which 
his heirs didn’t want—practically controlled

Bootlegger Petitions President 
The influence of liquor in politics begins 
down in the city wards and country districts.

After the notorious “‘king of bootleggers,”’ 
George Remus, had been convicted and suc- 
cessively lost his appeals to the Circuit Court 
and the Supreme Court of the United States, 
the rumor reached me that he would never 
serve a day in Atlanta prison, to which he 
had been sentenced. A few days later, a 
phone call came from the White House, stat- 
ing that a respite of 60 days would be grant- 
ed Remus if the Attorney-General would 
send over the necessary papers to effect that 
result. Prominent politicians including a 
Senator had intervened with the President 
to urge delay. 

The natural impulse when the White House

Very early in my tenure of office I ran 
into the powerfully entrenched influence of 
anti-prohibition sentiment and the tie-up be- 
tween liquor and politics in New York. A 
courageous agent who reported evidence as 
he found it, irrespective of who the defend- 
ants might be, turned in very plain proof of 
a violation of law connected with the Green 
River and Eminence Distilleries. It involved 
the handling of liquor by the La Montagne 
brothers, one of whom is a relative by mar- 
riage of the president of Columbia Univer- 
sity, who is one of the most violent and vocal 
foes of the eighteenth amendment. The La 
Montagnes pleaded guilty and served a term 
in the local jail, in addition to being fined 
$2000 each; but every conceivable political 
and personal appeal was made to quash the 
case, including an appeal by a Cabinet of- 
ficial. It was reported that $18,000 was vol- 
untarily “contributed” to the deficit left in 
the Republican national campaign by politi- 
cians who secured permits for the distilleries 
that released the liquor in question. 


Pressure on Attorney-General. 


All the other delegates listened 
with the greatest attentior to the 
protest of the principal British 
delegate. All had expected some- 
thing of the kind but obviously did 
not anticipate that such a direct: 
declaration would be ‘Orthcoming 
at the outset of the conference. 

Snowden declared that the prin- 
ciples of the Young plar, apart 
from the redistribution of annuwi- 
ties and continuation of deliverics 
in kind had the acproval of the 
British Government, which thought 
the amounts demanded of Germany 
did not exceed Germany's capacity 
for payment.

“Absorbing” a Distillery. 

While his case was before the Supreme 
Court of the United States on appeal, Remus 
figured in another case, turning on the use 
of politics by “liquor bandits.” It involved 
the Jack Daniel Distillery at St. Louis. The 
jury returned a verdict of guilty against 23 
of the 26 men involved in the conspiracy. 
Among them were a State Senator, a former 
Collector of Internal Revenue, a former Cir- 
cuit Court Clerk, a former Deputy Sheriff and 
a member of each of the city committees of 
the Democratic and Republican parties. 

The notorious Remus was the moving spir- 


Attorney-General Daugherty called me to 
his office and told me of the pressure that 
had been brought on him to “call off any fur- 
ther investigation in this matter.” I1 con- 
ferred with the United States Attorney and, 
learning the nature of the evidence, advised 
the Attorney-General that the United States 
Attorney could not be, in good conscience, 
requested to withdraw from the case without 
himself becoming an accomplice in supress- 
ing a crime. The Attorney-General agreed. 
The grand jury investigation proceeded. There 
was no trial because the defendants pleaded 
guilty and quietly went to jail. 

Philadelphia for many years has been 
known as a center of the illicit alcohol ring. 
Consequently, liquor cases, there, play a very 
big part in city politics. A number of whisky 
and alcoho! distilleries organized several com- 
panies with interlocking directorates. Well- 
known State and national politicians assisted 
these five interlocking corporations to acquire 
permits.

Expert engaged to draft plan of consolidation for St. Louis and county divides dis- 
trict into urban, suburban and rural areas; suggestions as to sparsely settled out- 
lying zone found contradictory; single government and taxing system would be 
best, says writer, urging plan adopted when city last extended limits, in 1876.

R. THOMAS H. REED, a professor of 
political science at the University of 
Michigan, who has been engaged by the 
St. Louig Chamber of Commerce and the 
St. Louis County Chamber of Commerce to 
draft a pian of consolidation for St. Louis 
and the county, was the author of the 
Pittsburg-Allegheny County metropolitan 
plan, which was defeated at the polls on 
June 25, 1929. His first public appearance 
in St. Louis was at an Open iuncheon at 
the Hotel Statler given under the auspices 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce. 
The professor was supposed to be in St. 
Louis merely on a preliminary tour—to 
look us Over as it were—but on the morn- 
in, of June 12, 1929, thinking people were 
shocked to read in headlines on the front 
page: “County Annexation Would Bankrupt 
City, Prof. Reed Declares.” 


Thus after a mere 19-day siay in the 
community, and a most casuai onceover, the 
expert. who was supposed to take months 
or even years to formulate a plan after 
careful and exhaustive study of every angle 
of the local question (the Pittsburg plan 
ail told took several years), gives an opin- 
fon, whereby he consigns each part of the 
community to a definite place, by drawing 
three imaginary circles about the St. Louis 
community. 

The present city of St. 
consigned to the inner or “urban circie.” 
The second, or “suburban circle.” consists 
of the incorporated towns, which will. also. 
remain as they are, each with its fire chief 
presiding OVer a lone fire engine, and a 
Chief of Police over half a dozen or so 
policemen. In speaking to the study group 
of the League of Women Voters, the pro- 
fessor remarked that, as these towns were 
sO small, perhaps we could make them al]! 
into one unit Imagine Webster Groves. 
Maplewood. Brentwood, University City. and 
aii the rest jumbied together. and the 19 
sets of peanut politicians scrambling for 
the spoils of the second circle! Lastly is 
the outer circle, “the rural area.” The pro- 
fessor speaks very disparagingiy of this 
circle. He calis it “the rump of the county.” 

Now What does the entire community 
gain by such a proceeding? St. Louis gets 
nothing but the doubtfui privilege of super- 
vising a few superhighways and trunk sew- 
ers, an @xtra tax bili from the supercity, 
anc the curtailment or perhaps even abro- 
gation of the city charter—in short the seil- 
ing of its freedom. 

The second circle—that of the county 
towns—gets the perpetuation of its peanut 
politicians. As to the tax situation. the «x- 
perience of London with the borough sys- 
tem for aimost a hundred years may serve 
as a warning. An emihent English writer 
says: 

We find discrepancies which ought 
not to exist. The poorer boroughs 
suffer unduly because of their poverty. 
Owing to the smaller amount brought 
in by the rate in some of the poorer 
districts. many amenities have to be 
foregone, which the richer boroughs 
ean afford. In towns like Birmingham. 
Leeds, Glasgow, eta. the same standard 
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prevails over the whole city, since the 
rich districts and the poor are rated 
alike, and all municipa: services are 
paid out of the game fund. 


The Englishmen might well be comparing 
University City and Wellston. or Webster 
Groves and Brentwood. Prof. Reed. him- 
self, corroborates this by an article in the 
Post-Dispatch on June 17. in which he 
is quoted as saying: 

The varying financial capacity of the 

units of the metropolitan community is 
a frequent cause of embarrassment. A 
working ciass suburb, for example, oft- 
en haS a‘large population and low 
property values. It finds difficulty in 
maintaining its streets and its police 
and other services at the same standard 
with its wealthier neighbors. The equal- 
ization of government costs is. there- 
fore, a demand which frequently arises 
in metropolitan circles. 


Ali of these problems could be more eas- 
lly and simply solved under a single cov- 
ernment. In the present city of St. Louis 
there are no such problems. Rich and poor 
districts have the same kind of schoois. 
police and fire protection, health and other 
municipal services, all paid for out of the 
common treasury. 

As to the outermost circle, the expert 
contradicts himself. Speaking to the 
League of Women Voters on June 12. he 
said this was unfit for metropolitan pur- 
poses. it might be annexed to an adjoin- 
ing county, if any county would be willing 
to take it on because of its poverty. and 
in the next breath he proposed that this 
peverty-stricken rump be made an inde- 
pendent unit of the federated city, as he 
calls the borough system, forming the tast. 
or outer circle. On June 17. however. he 
contradi-ts both of these opinions by a 
third. saying: 

A problem arises in St. Louis County 
because so muck of the area is unincor- 
porated and subject only to the anti- 
quated form of county government. 
The situation ig further complicated by 
the fact that a streng centra! governs 
ment may be found desirable here. 


Of course the professor was here only a 
few days. and doubtless did not have an 
opportunity of making a thorough study vf 
our jiocal situation, or he would have known 
how St. Leuis solved the probiem of her 
rural area, after the last extension of the 
limits in 1876. 


For the 20 years following thig extension 
the tax rate on the newly-added territory 
was 655 cents per $100 the first year and 
50 cents for the remaining 19 years, while 
the older portion paid $1.90 per $100 Mean- 
while the new district was developed: sew- 
ers. gas and water were provided.
